On Geneva negotiations 

A. Khrushchev ridiculed WB proposal for one-year suspension. 

1, said "Who are you trying to feel? You know it taken 

almost one year to aat up s new series of teeta, no your 
proposal is no proposal at all." 

B. K agreed to have test caseation and control provisions spelled 
out in one document, gave Hunphrey lmprsssion that Soviets 
genuinely seeking agreeeent on tests. 

C. Hunphrey does not believe Sows expect agreement on surprise 
attack. 
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K strongly disparaged Chines* communes. 

A, said they sere not really coastlines, bat system for using 
mass labor in agriculture — USSR tried this ease (Note: 1919) 
and found it would not work. 

B, USSR had set aside goal of "to each according to his needs " 
because it found incentives necessary, 

C, However, said Chinese doing very well and he expected no 
trouble from them.
